was damaged in a suspected arson fire. The house, 
located on Beach Road, was nearly completed with only 
some last-minute landscaping left to be done when a 
suspicious late-night fire which caused an estimated 
$60,000 in damage occurred Friday, July 27 — the day 
before the final crew of Habitat volunteers was slated to 
polish off their latest labor of love. 

Although the house remains structurally sound, 
according to Albert E. Winters of the BBAHFH, the 
interior was essentially gutted in the tragic fire and will 
have to be rebuilt from scratch before the single-mother 
and her daughter can move in. 

"(They) broke the window on the back door, and 
had apparently thrown in or gone in with some kind of 
(accelerant) and poured some of this around," Mr. Winters 
said. "The house was so tight, it was really starved for 
oxygen . . . (so) it did get very hot and melted the appli- 
ances . . . the walls were melted, the ceiling fan was 
melted. Every surface was just black with soot. It was just 
a disaster. Inside is pretty much a gut job." 

Fortunately — if there can be a fortunate side to 
such a tragedy — the house was insured under Habitat 
for Humanity, and Mr. Winters said they met with the 
insurance adjuster earlier this week and the house is 
essentially covered for damages. 

"We're covered under their umbrella policy," he 
said. "I don't think we have anything to worry about as 
far as getting (everything) replaced. We're probably going 
to look at having a professional company come in and 
(repair it)." Mr. Winters agreed that the renovations 
would include replacing all the handicap-accessible 
accommodations for young Alyssa. 

At press time, the Wareham Fire Department was 
still investigating the suspected arson scene. "They seem 
to feel it's their job to find who did it," Mr. Winters said. 
"They hate this kind of thing as much as we do. We

probably had over 200 people who worked on the house 
in one way or another — and countless others who gave 
money and materials. So, a lot of people had a stake in 
this house. But as much as we regret the loss, it's really 
the family that loses most. The family was all geared up to 
move in." 

Although there were no leads or theories as to 
who committed the crime at press time, Mr. Winters said 
it was unlikely this was a random act of vandalism. 
"Someone did something deliberately," he said. "We may 
never know why." 

A $5,000 reward is being offered for any informa- 
tion regarding the alleged arson. Those with any knowl-

as this is an "Old Rochester Regional School Project." 

Resident David E. Frawley of Water Street sent a 
letter to the board expressing his opposition to the pro- 
posed renovations to the Harbormaster's office adjacent 
to his property at the Town Wharf. In his letter, Mr. 
Frawley claims "increasing the elevation of the building 
will create an obstruction to the harbor view that a 
number of us enjoy and appreciate, and that contributes 
to the value of my property and that of others who reside 
nearby." Instead, Mr. Frawley suggests the 
Harbormaster's Building could be enlarged without being 
elevated — thereby sparing the obstruction that would 
result. "I believe a modest increase in office space should 
be sufficient, judging by the configuration of other 
Harbormaster's offices that I have seen," he wrote. 

Kathleen Burns, Director of Home Ownership for 
the Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency, submitted a 
copy of a letter sent to Daniel R. Hart of Mattapoisett 
Housing Associates advising that The Regatta proposed 
project on Route 6 is "acceptable for residential develop- 
ment . . . and the applicant would be eligible to apply as a 
limited dividend organization for financing under 
MassHousing's Chapter 40B construction loan program." 
The letter went on to address the various concerns raised 
by residents at recent public hearings on the proposed 
project, and Selectman Andrews cited the following three 
stipulations included in the correspondence: 

"1. The developer shall provide evidence that 
development will comply with all statutory and regula- 
tory restrictions and conditions relating to protection of 
drainage, wetlands, vernal pools, and wildlife habitats 
and nearby conservation areas; 

"2. The developer shall provide evidence of 
approval for a suitable connection to the municipal water 
and sewer system from the Mattapoisett Water and Sewer 
Department; and 

"3. The developer shall provide evidence that all 
concerns raised by the Mattapoisett Planning Board and 
local residents regarding the potential for increased storm 
water runoff and possible flooding of nearby homes 
resulting from the construction of this development have 
been addressed." 

The project has been limited to 100 residential 
units under MassHousing's Housing Starts program, with 
not less than 25 units designated as affordable units. The 
approval is effective for a two-year period, beginning July 
19, 2001. Ms. Adams noted that copies of the complete 
correspondence are available at Town Hall for interested 
residents.

the board met immediately with the Board of Assessors to 
discuss matters they wished to bring before the Selectmen 
in their scheduled appointment on the evening's agenda. 
Assessors John Mello, Jana Cavanaugh and Suzanne 
Szyndlar addressed the board regarding three current 
issues that include recent farm land evaluations for 
cranberry bog owners, an effort to obtain financial relief 
from the government to make up for this year's negative 
adjustment to the local cranberry industry revenues, and 
a plan to set up a mechanism with the Housing Depart- 
ment for establishing elderly housing additions to private 
homes that seek exemptions. 

On the first matter of the cranberry farmland 
evaluations, Ms. Cavanaugh explained that in the infor- 
mation and numbers that they have recently gathered, 
"It's a little better then what we had thought, but still very 
significant." She presented a rough overview of their 
findings that calculated the decreased value of the cran- 
berry bog farm lands in Rochester in light of the problems 
and hardships of the industry and market in recent years, 
that unfortunately has a negative impact on the 
community's property tax from growers to residents. 

Based on a translation of numbers of Fiscal Years 
2001-2002, a value of $5,896 million was given to the farm 
land (calculated from last year's tax figures), leaving an 
approximate $84,000 in revenue shift, "which would 
primarily hit residential," she concluded. Ms. Cavanaugh 
added again that these figures, though preliminary, are 
"pretty darn close" and that the Board of Assessors is 
asking the Board of Selectmen to have Mr. Huntoon 
contact State Representative William Straus and Senator 
Marc R. Pacheco, in an effort to request some type of 
financial relief for the town. 

To make up for the approximate $84,000 shortfall 
that cranberry growers experienced, the impact will be 
shifted onto the single-family residences creating an 
average tax increase of $87 for the fiscal year under the 
evaluation. 

"These figures are the best figures we can come 
up with today, they're not written in stone, but they are 
close," said Ms. Cavanaugh. "Do we know if we'll get the 
relief — who knows?" Ms. Cavanaugh feels it is worth a 
shot to see if anything will be granted to the town.

"This is one of those (cases where) if you don't 
ask, you don't get," said Chairman Cutler. And with 
Selectman Parker adding: "Nothing ventured, nothing 
gained," they unanimously voted to have Mr. Huntoon 
draft a letter and contact the government officials to seek 
their help. 

The Board of Assessors has also provided 
Rochester's information to the Town of Carver, which will 
also be contacting their senator and state representatives. 

Under the third issue to be addressed by the 
Board of Assessors, Mr. Mello asked the board to help 
schedule a meeting in an effort to better get to know the 
members of the Housing Authority so 
that they can all work closely on creating a mechanism 
that will allow them to adequately and thoroughly carry 
out the process of local elderly housing exemptions. 

Which Selectman Parker explained, simply means 
that if you're putting an addition on your house to have 
an individual who is over the age of 60 live with you, 
there's an exemption that can be applied for through the 
Housing Partnership. The process of this exemption, 
clarification to applicants of qualifications, and the 
processes of approval of the application that requires 
certification by inspection, personal knowledge, identifi- 
cation of the individual over 60 residing in the residence 
and a letter, will all be handled by the Housing Authority 
and inspector to assure that there is no abuse of the 
program. 

Mr. Mello informed the board that there are 
currently two, possibly three applications on record to 
date. 

"We want to make sure this is done right and that 
no one abuses the system," Selectman Parker said. 

At 7:45 pm, Chairman Cutler proceeded to 
address the remaining matters on the agenda, beginning 
with the signing and approval of the minutes from last 
week's meeting and necessary signatures to weekly 
reports.

HIRING A HOUSE INSPECTOR

CANINE ALLERGIES 

My dog spends lots of time chewing and licking at his 
feet. What does this mean? 

Your dog is showing signs of allergies. People with 
allergies tend to cough and sneeze. Dogs tend to 
chew, lick and rub. 

What can my dog he allergic to and what should 1 do? 
Your dog can be allergic to food, fleas, articles that 
he contacts such as wool rugs and all of the pollens, 
molds and dusts that affect people. Try to keep a di- 
ary of your dogs itchiness to determine if it occurs 
all year round or if it is seasonal. Food allergies 
tend to be constant throughout the year while aller- 
gies to pollens tend to be seasonal. Talk to your vet- 
erinarian about diet changes, medications and al- 
lergy testing to determine what may be most help- 
ful for your pet.

VA Prescription Co-Payment 

A proposed Department of Veterans Affairs (VA) 
regulation that will increase the co-payment some veter- 
ans make for outpatient prescriptions was published 
recently in the Federal Register. For the past decade, 
veterans have paid $2 for each 30-day supply of medica- 
tion furnished on an outpatient basis for treatment of a 
nonservice-connected condition. This will increase to $7, 
with a maximum annual out-of-pocket payment of $840 
for veterans in certain enrollment categories. 

In 1990, VA spent $715 million for pharmaceuti- 
cals. While co-payments remained the same during the 
next ten years, the cost for medicines rose to $2.1 billion in 
2000. Under the new regulation, co-payments could 
increase with inflation, along with caps, based on the 
Prescription Drug portion of the Consumer Price Index. 

Certain veterans currently do not have to make 
medication co-payments and the proposed regulation 
would not change that. The following veterans are exempt 
from the regulations proposed: veterans who have a 
service-connected disability rating of 50 percent or more; 
veterans who are receiving medication for a service-

connected disability; veterans with incomes below the 
maximum amount of VA pensions; and a limited number 
of other veterans exempt by law. 

VA believes that the proposed $7 medication co- 
payment would be lower than or equal to most medica- 
tion co-payments charged by the private health care 
industry. The purpose of the annual cap is to help elimi- 
nate financial hardships for veterans who in unusual 
circumstances need a significant number of prescriptions. 
The cap is based on a veteran who averages more than 10 
prescriptions a month. The co-payment cap would not 
apply to veterans in priority category 7. Congress has 
determined that these veterans have sufficient resources 
to pay for VA inpatient and outpatient care.

THE FOLLOWING EMERGENCY PROCEDURES WILL TAKE EFFECT IN THE EVENT OF A 
HURRICANE: 

2~ 3 DAYS PRIOR TO STORM 

L PARKING: 

Two (2) to three (3) days prior to an impending hurricane, the following parking ban will take effect no parking both sides of 
North Street, between Church Street and Water Street; no parking both sides of Water Street and Main Street, between 
North Street and Route 6. No parking signs will be posted by the Mattapoisett Police Department (see attached map) 

IL TRAFFIC FLOW: 

1 . All traffic along Water and Main Streets will flow one way, from North Street to Church Street, in a northwesterly direction. 
All side streets will be barricaded, (see #2) 

2. The following streets will be barricaded to traffic at Church Street: Mechanic Street, Cannon Street, Peart Street and 
Barstow Street. 

3. Ned's Point Road will be closed from Holly Lane to the water. Any person needing to get to the Mattapoisett Boat Yard 
must park elsewhere and walk to the boat yard. 

III. WHARF/TOWN LANDING: 

1 . Access to wharf will be limited to emergency personnel and vehicles hauling boat trailers. No other vehicles will be 
allowed on the wharf. 

2. Boats, up to 20 feet, may be hauled out at the Town Landing at the appropriate tide . The Town Landing is located off 
Mattapoisett Neck Road. 

4 - 8 HOURS PRIOR TO STORM 

IV. EMERGENCY EVACUATION: 

Residents living in flood prone areas are advised to evacuate before flooding occurs. Once these areas become flooded, 
telephone lines may be down and there may be a delay in emergency response service. The following areas are known to flood 
severely: Crescent Beach, Leisure Shores, Mattapoisett Neck at Town Landing, Molly's Cove, Harbor Beach, Brandt Island, 
Pico Beach, The Cedars and lower Aucoot Road. 

The Police Department will notify residents to evacuate 4 to 8 hours prior to the storm. Residents are urged to comply with the 
Police Department's evacuation warning. 

V. SHELTERS: 

Emergency shelters will be set up at Center School and the Mattapoisett Fire Station . The town nurse will be on duty for 
anyone requiring medical attention. Any person taking prescription drugs must be certain to bring all medications to shelter.

VI. WATER DEPARTMENT: 

The following areas will be isolated and will NOT have water for drinking or fire protection: 1 . Mattapoisett Neck south of 
town landing; 2. Harbor Beach; 

3. Prospect Road, from Pine Island south thru Crescent Beach, Point Connett, Cove Street and Nyes Cove; 4. Pico Beach; 
5. Peases Point, from Third Street, south.

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Gorilla Warfare

Vianet of the Apes. Starring Mark Wahlberg, Tim Roth, and 
Helena Bonham Carter. Directed by Tim Burton. Running 
time: 119 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the 
North Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Theaters in NewBedford. 

"Some of it is very much me. Some of it isn't." That's Bruce Wayne 
in Tim Burton's first Batman movie, referring to his armor collection. 
Burton could point to his own collection, his filmography, and say the 
same thing. Edward Scissorhands, for instance, was very much Burton. 
Parts of his bigger films — Batman, Mars Attacks — are very much Burton, 
and some aren't. Planet of the Apes would seem at first glance to be very 
much not Burton — a suit of armor that doesn't fit him. But he wears it 
well anyway, and it's fascinating to see him work on material that 
doesn't click perfectly with his gothic / carnival obsessions. 

I took the movie as a fine, chest-pounding jungle adventure — the 
sort of square sci-fi epic Burton tries and, amusingly, fails to do straight. 
The soul of this Planet of the Apes is illogic — bursts of simian passion, 
rage, fear, even lust: I will not soon forget the moment when a seductive 
female ape gazes through a veil at her husband, then leaps onto the bed 
with a thrashing mating call. Aided by Rick Baker's astonishing make- 
up, Burton makes the apes more distinct and, well, human than the 
humans ever are, and I'm sure this is by design. As in the 1968 original 
and its four sequels, we're meant to lookupon the apes and see ourselves. 
The actual humans in chains onscreen have little to do with us. 

The new movie, which begins 28 years from now, follows pilot Leo 
Davidson (Mark Wahlberg) as he pursues an off-course space pod 
containing his favorite test-pilot monkey. Leo's pod crashes on a futuristic 
planet where apes reign (in a heavily militaristic society, as in the earlier 
films) and humans are slaves. The saturnine General made (Tim Roth, 
swinging his shoulders and glowering) runs the army, meaning he runs 
the show and would like to run humans into a mass grave; his ideological 
opposite is Ari (Helena Bonham Carter), basically Kim Hunter's Zira 
version 2.0, who detests the subjugation of humans. She detests it even 
more when Leo is captured; she develops eyelash-flutter whenever he's 
around. 

This Planet of the Apes is all about noise and chaos — the unstable mix 
of intellect and brutal will that's intended to mirror our own evolution. 
The script, by William Broyles Jr., Lawrence Konner, and Mark Rosenthal, 
is short on intellect and long on brutal will; whatever ideas you take away 
from the theater are the ones you brought with you. Nobody in the movie 
stands around debating the ethics of, say, experimenting on human 




slaves or breeding them genetically. Burton understands that the five 
earlier Apes movies already did the furrowed-brow thing long past the 
point of relevance (the series really should' ve stopped at the third one). 

This director isn't a thinker; he brings more of a painterly mindset 
to the franchise, letting artists like Rick Baker, set designer Rick Heinrichs, 
costumer Colleen Atwood, and cinematographer Phillipe Rousselot 
work their primal, primate magic (Danny Elf man's flamboyant Wagnerian 
outbursts complete the movie's epic flavor). So what if Burton loses 
interest in the human characters? I for one don't blame him; the movie 
isn't called Planet of the Humans, and they're not who we came to see. 
Mark Wahlberg, that sincere, amiable, total blank of an actor, is consistently 
knocked off the screen by great actors in ape latex. Tim Roth, though 
mesmerizing in his relentless combative spewing, is a little too conscious 
of playing a mean motorscooter; I was more taken with Carter's avid, 
idealistic Ari, or Paul Giamatti's cringing sleazebag slave trader Limbo 
— Giamatti could act with a bucket over his head and still rock the house 

— or even Charlton Heston in a belabored yet still gotta-see-it-for- 
yourself in-joke cameo as Thade's dying great-ape father, who gives 
humanity props for inventing guns (and the NRA, one assumes). 

Planet of the Apes is far from Tim Burton's best film, but I don't think 
it's a sell-out or an anomaly in his portfolio, as some have charged. Here 
you have a lavishly designed atmosphere, in which the "freaks" — the 
Other, the characters we don't see when we look around us every day — 
are the clear focus, while humans take a back seat. This pretty well 
describes all of Burton's films (think of how lifeless Mars Attacks was 
before the Martians landed), and here, at last, Burton puts his bias up 
front. He'd much rather play with sets and latex than with bland, 
interchangeable people (a contemptuous ape hilariously confirms this 
when he snorts that humans all look alike) — he's comfortable on this 
planet where apes enjoy sex, drugs, and rock and roll (or their version of 
it, anyway) while humans rot in cages. It's as if the misfits of our world 
— the apes in zoos, the monkeys experimented on and shot up into space 

— finally triumphed. The more you think about it, the more Planet of the 
Apes seems very much Tim Burton.

Home Fires Burning

Things in the regional tri-town area are beginning to heat up. 
And usually where there's heat, there's fire — so the natural in- 
stinct may be to call out the local Fire Departments to douse the 
flames. Only in this particular case, ironically, it seems friction 
between local fire officials in Mattapoisett and Marion is causing 
the blaze in a small-scale turf war over which department should 
respond and exert command over any potential fire scene at Old 
Rochester Regional Junior and Senior High Schools while the dual 
facilities are being renovated. 

In a terse memo to Marion Fire Chief C. Robert Davis dated 
July 17, Mattapoisett Fire Chief Ronald E. Scott dictated: "I am 
instituting the following protocol during the construction phase 
of the renovation work at Old Rochester Regional High School 
and Junior High School: the Mattapoisett Fire Department will handle 
all fire alarm calls. Your department will be called out on a second alarm. " 
Chief Scott went on to mandate that in the event of an actual emer- 

fency, all firefighting activities would be under the command of 
imself or his designee. 

This sudden change in standard operating procedure — in 
which both Marion and Mattapoisett would usually automatically 
respond to the first alarm due to their proximity to the high schools 
— didn't sit well with Chief Davis, who dashed off a memo to the 
Marion Board of Selectmen expressing concern that the "policy 
does not protect the best interest of the schools." 

Selectmen Chairman Jonathan "Jody" Dickerson strongly 
backed his Fire Chief, saying that as long as one Marion student 
was attending ORR, the Marion Fire Department would continue 
to respond to the first alarm. 

"We just put a whole new (fire alarm) line to the high school, 
that's why I felt there was no need for a change," Chief Davis said. 

I'm reminded of countless, cliched movie plots in which a 
small-town police department (usually a bungling sheriff and his 
Barney Fife deputies) are pushed aside as the Dig, bad federal au- 
thorities come crashing into town, circumventing local authority 
as a means to swift justice. Most of those situations usually pit the 
local, more immediate jurisdiction (city/ town) against the larger, 
all-encompassing law enforcement of a federal agency. And typi- 
cally those situations also wreak the precise kind of chaos and con- 
fusion they are attempting to avoid. 

From Chief Scott's perspective, he was simply attempting to 
establish a clear protocol in the event of a full-scale emergency. 
"With the construction, it's getting a little bit tight up there," he 
said. "I don't want to keep Marion out ... I just wanted them to 
come on the second alarm. We're just trying to resolve a safety 
issue up there — it doesn't make sense to jam everybody (in) ... I 
think (this is a) safer way of doing things." 

Chief Scott claims he met with both Chief Davis and Marion's 
Deputy Fire Chief Rick Guerzoni prior to issuing the incendiary 
memo and he left that meeting with the impression that both sides 
were comfortable with the proposed arrangement. "It was my 
understanding it was resolved (that) night," Chief Scott said. "Now 
I'm reading that things have changed along the way." 

But Chief Davis denies that any such meeting took place prior 
to receiving the offending memo — in fact, he said the meeting 
Chief Scott was referring to happened after the fact. Had they dis- 



cussed the proposed policy beforehand, Chief Davis would have 
countered that adequate access to the schools during construction 
is the responsibility of the contractor under state code, and ongo- 
ing renovations point up the need for more stringent safety sup- 
port, not less. 

"(Emergency vehicle access) is a burden on the contractor — 
he should make sure there are areas where we can get through," 
Chief Davis said. "My feeling is you're going to have more of a 
chance for something to happen while construction is going on." 

Chief Davis also bristles at Chief Scott's assertion that he take 
full command on all future calls. "The last time we did have a fire 
(at ORR), we were the first ones there," Chief Davis said. "We're 
there either pretty much (at) the same time or before ... so we have 
a pretty good response time. If (Mattapoisett) gets there first, they 
can assume command — that's fine. But if we get there first, we're 
not just going to wait for Mattapoisett to set up command. I (feel) 
if we get there first, we (should) have a joint command — it works 
better that way." 

There's also the argument that if both towns have a vested 
interest in the tri-town regional high schools — shouldn't Roches- 
ter also have a stake in this tug-of-war? 

Given their nearest station's distance from the Route 6 cam- 
pus, it wouldn't be feasible for them to quickly respond to an ini- 
tial alarm call ... but Rochester Fire Chief Scott Ashworth confirmed 
they do monitor all Mattapoisett and Marion calls and would be 
ready to respond to a second alarm or as mutual aid support for 
either town. 

To that end, Chief Davis would like all three Fire Chiefs to 
have a sit-down and toss around this veritable "hot potato" to es- 
tablish a policy that meets everyone's satisfaction. 

"To me, it's just common sense," Chief Davis said. "All three 
towns have got quite an investment there ... and it's our job to 
protect it." 

Frankly, it's a little dismaying that the two factions couldn't 
come to a more amicable compromise. Safety issues and command 
protocols aside, residents of all three towns should be more con- 
cerned about the potential for a large-scale emergency at the two 
high schools than which Fire Department is on-scene first and who 
gets to be boss. Although Chief Scott's intention was only to main- 
tain a safe and orderly command scene, free of apparatus conges- 
tion and fire personnel confusion, he's managed to make his point 
at the cost of some bruised egos along the way, and has fanned the 
flames of dissention between two codependent neighboring towns 
which really need to foster a better working relationship on a re- 
gional level. 

From a common-sense, non-firefighter layman's perspective, 
I would think if an actual emergency situation were to occur at 
ORR — during construction or not — it certainly couldn't hurt to 
have two Fire Departments at the ready ... and if one fire company 
has to park just outside the high school entrance standing by with 
their equipment, so be it. The time it would take to tone out a 
second alarm and for Marion to arrive could be a matter of life or 
death for a student from Mattapoisett, Marion, or Rochester. And 
when it comes to saving a life, it really doesn't matter what town's 
name is on the uniform.
